Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: : The 
prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: an 
adjustable and sealable nebulizer comprising a liquid conduit being connected a 
check valve and a mixing chamber, a suction tube, a volume of air, a central 
exhaust orifice, an air conduit communicating with the volume of air contained in 
the bottle, wherein the air conduit surrounding the liquid conduit and merging into 
the mixing chamber, the liquid conduit and the air conduit are obtained coaxially 
in a cylindrical body that has a portion project from the mouth of the bottleneck, 
the cylindrical body with an external thread to be engage with an internal counter 
thread obtained on screw on cap that a cylindrical wall is located and to be 
inserted between the air conduit and liquid conduit to create the mixing chamber 
with variable geometry defined by an upper section of the liquid conduit and by 
the cylindrical wall and the central exhaust orifice of the screw-on cap, an arm 
oriented upwards and a tip cap fully inserted into the central exhaust orifice.
